rolling and beautiful altitude. Deca­ 
tur, beyond all questioning, occupies 
a place of pre-eminence as the natural 
location for a town site. 
If we could 
ever perk up on city pride, keep the 
town spick and span, clean up and 
paint up the premises and build up 
the streets and walks and curbs and 
gutters, we would achieve a pulling 
force that would work perennially 
and automatically for the growth of 
the town. 
Something is wn»ng with 
that great rich agricultural country 
stretching thru North Texas.

TAX RATE IN WISE 
COUNTY LOWERED 


By reason of strict economy during 
the past year, the commissioners' 
court of WTise county will be able to 
fix the tax rate at sixty-seven cents 
for the county ad valorem tax for 
the year 1924. 
The county ad valorem tax for the 
past three years has been seventy-five 
cents on the hundred dollar valua­ 
tion. 
This is a small reduction as a 
unit, but it means a saving to the 
tax-payers of the county a total of 
eleven thousand dollars or more. 
The county is now, and has been 
for the past year, on a cash basis, and 
the reduction will not effect that in 
any way, nor will it lessen the activi­ 
ties of the work to be done by the 
county thru its commissioners. 
All 
obligations, outside of outstandin 
bonds, have been paid, and interest 
due on the outstanding bonds has 
been paid. 
If we make as good or 
better crops this year as we did last 
year, and the tax-payers are able to 
meet their taxes, another reduction 
may be permissable for the next year. 
This is indeed an encouragement, 
for it shows that the county is on a 
sound footing financially.

“Help save the birds!” is the plea 
i as never before, and especially from 
the farmer. 
We have just awakened 
ourselves to the fact of what has 
happened to our friend— the bird— 
who works for us day by day free 
of charge. 
And we, the parents and 
grown-ups, who should have protect­ 
ed our birds, stood ungratefully by 
and watched our boys and all others 
who cared to shoot and maim them 
do so, and just for the sport for the 
moment, or the small morsel of food 
they furnished— and to our shame 
and sorrow, our birds are most gone 
and the boll weevils have taken their 
places. 
Let’s quit killing our birds and 
protect and encourage them coming 
and living near us. 
Post your land 
and protect the small covey of quail 
that will raise on your premises this 
summer. 
If you do not, the fall 
hunter will be out the first day of 
open season and will not leave until 
he has killed your last bird. He never 
stops to give* it a thought of what 
the bird meant to you in the way of 
destroying insects. 
We are asking the schools to give 
the noon hour to making bird houses 
for all kinds of birds that nest in 
them. Martins take their food solely 
in the air, destroying thousands o f ' 
poisonous mosquitoes. 
Provide for 
him a home that he may raise his 
family in your back yard. 
Guard well the pair of mockers 
that come to you, for they are great 
weevil eaters, and forbid that anyone 
makes target of the meadow lark, 
the chattering scissor tail or cooing 
dove. 
The blue bird needs a home 
for her babies, most any kind of box 
will do, provided you help her keep 
the English sparrows fought away. 
The English sparrow is the greatest 
enemy of our native birds and should 
be fought. 
Hoping each school and farmer 
heeds this appeal, I am, yours, in the 
interest of the birds.— A. Farmer.
